Mobile  Homes  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  floatation,  or  lateral 
movement  by  providing  over-the-top  and  frame  ties  to  ground 
anchors.  Specific  requirements  shall  be  that  (i)  over-the-top  ties 
be  provided  at  each  of  the  four  corners  with  two  additional  ties 
per  side  at  intermediate  locations  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50 
feet  long  shall  require  one  additional  tie  per  side;  (ii)  Frame  ties 
be  provided  at  each  corner  with  five  additional  ties  per  side  at 
intermediate  points  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long  shall 
require  four  additional  ties  per  side;  (iii)  all  components  of  the 
anchoring  system  shall  be  capable  of  carrying  a  force  of  4,800 
pounds;  and  (iv)  any  additions  to  the  mobile  home  shall  be 
similarly  anchored. 

Add  to  Section  IX  Part  9.3.4  the  following: 

The  building  inspector  shall  review  proposed  developments  to 
assure  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  applied  for  and/or 
received  from  those  governmental  agencies  for  which  approval  is 
required  by  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Section  404  of  the 
Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Amendments  of  1972,  33 
U.S.C.    1334.

The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  for  public  inspection  and 
furnish  upon  request,  any  certification  of  flood-proofing,  and 
information  on  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of 
the  level  of  the  lowest  flood  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or 
substantially  improved  structures,  and  include  whether  or  not  such 
structures  contain  a  basement,  and  if  the  structure  has  been  flood- 
proofed,  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the 
structure  was  flood-proofed.  This  information  must  be  furnished 
by  the  applicant. 

In  unnumbered  "A"  zones,  as  defined  on  the  community's  flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map,  the  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review, 
and  reasonably  utihze  any  100  year  flood  elevation  data  available 
from  a  Federal,  State,  or  other  source,  until  such  other  data  has 
been  provided  by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for  requiring  that 
(i)  all  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement) 
elevated  to  or  above  the  100  year  flood  level,  and  (ii)  that  all  new 
construction  and  substantial  improvements  of  non-residential 
structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  or 
flood-proofed  to  or  above  the  100  year  flood  level. 

In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation  of  a 
watercourse,  the  applicant  for  such  authorization  shall  notify  the 
New  Hampshire  Civil  Defense  Agency,  Wetlands  Board,  and  submit 
copies  of  such  notification  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency.  Further,  the  apphcant  shall  be 
required  to  submit  copies  of  said  notification  to  those  adjacent 
communities  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  to  the  planning  board  certification  provided 
by  a  registered  professional  engineer  assuring  that  the  flood 
carrying  capacity  of  the  watercourse  has  been  maintained.

As  part  of  our  examination,  we 
made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  internal  control  systems,  including 
applicable  internal  administrative  controls,  used  in  administering  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  the 
standards  for  financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for 
Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities,  and  Functions, 
issued  by  the  U.S  General  Accounting  Office,  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984,  and 
the  provisions  of  OMB  Circular  A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal 
accounting  and  administrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  in  the  following  categories:

control  systems  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs 
are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that, 
with  respect  to  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  resource  use  is 
consistent  with  laws,  regulations,  and  policies;  resources  are  safeguarded 
againsc  waste,  loss,  and  misuse;  and  reliable  data  are  obtained,  maintained, 
and  fairly  disclosed  in  reports. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  and 
administrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance 
programs,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected. 
Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  systems  to  future  periods  is  subject 
to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate  . 

Our  study  included  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  in  the  first 
paragraph.

With  respect  to  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  these  nonmajor 
federal  financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evaluation  included 
considering  the  types  of  errors  and  irregularities  that  could  occur, 
determining  the  internal  control  procedures  that  should  prevent  or  detect  such 
errors  and  irregularities,  determining  whether  the  necessary  procedures  are 
prescribed  and  are  being  followed  satisfactorily,  and  evaluating  any 
weaknesses. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  the  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire. 
Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used 
in  administering  the  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich,  New  Hampshire.   Further,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the 
internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  the  major  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire.

report . 
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However,  our  study  and  evaluation  and  our  examination  disclosed  no  condition 
that  we  believe  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  relation  to  a  federal  financial 
assistance  program. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  the  applicable 
state  and  federal  agencies  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.   This 
restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which, 
upon  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire,  is  a  matter  of  public 
record .

Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards;  the  standards  for 
financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for  Audit  of 
Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities,  and  Functions,  issued  by  the 
U.S.  General  Accounting  Office;  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  198A;  and  the 
provisions  of  0MB  Circular  A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments  and, 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  the 
Town's  compliance  with  laws  and  regulations.   In  connection  with  the 
examination  referred  to  above,  we  selected  and  tested  transactions  and  records 
from  each  major  federal  financial  assistance  program  and  certain  nontnajor 
federal  financial  assistance  programs.   The  purpose  of  our  testing  of 
transactions  and  records  from  those  federal  financial  assistance  programs  was 
to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  that  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire  had, 
in  all  material  respects,  administered  major  programs,  and  executed  the  tested 
nonmajor  program  transactions,  in  compliance  with  laws  and  regulations, 
including  those  pertaining  to  financial  reports  and  claims  for  advances  and 
reimbursements,  noncompliance  with  which  we  believe  could  have  a  material 
effect  on  the  allowability  of  program  expenditures. 

Our  testing  of  transactions  and  records  selected  from  major  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  disclosed  no  instances  of  noncompliance  with  those  laws 
and  regulations.

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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
December  31.  1986 

NOTE  1  -   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies 
employed  in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

A.  Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  or 
account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting 
entity.   The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a 
separate  set  of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets, 
liabilities,  fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  as 
appropriate.   Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted 
for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
to  be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are 
controlled.   The  various  funds  are  grouped  by  type  in  the  financial 
statements.   The  following  fund  types  and  account  groups  are  used  by 
the  Town. 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.   All  general  tax  revenues  and  other  receipts  that  are  not 
allocated  by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are 
accounted  for  in  this  fund.   From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general 
operating  expenditures,  the  fixed  charges,  and  the  capital 
improvement  costs  that  are  not  paid  through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable 
trust  or  major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting 
because  of  legal  or  regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action. 
Included  in  this  fund  type  are  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  Driveway 
Plowing,  Special  Trusts,  Wentworth  Library,  Conservation  Commission 
and  Forestry  Committee  Funds. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  Transactions  related  to  resources  obtained 
and  used  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  improvement  of  capital 
facilities  are  accounted  for  in  Capital  Projects  Funds.   Such 
resources  are  derived  principally  from  proceeds  of  long-term  notes 
or  bonds  from  federal  and  state  grants  and  gifts. 

Special  Assessment  Fund  -  Special  Assessment  Funds  account  for  the 
financing  of  improvements  and  reconstruction  to  the  Sandwich  Slopes 
Road  in  accordance  with  Article  I,  authorized  at  the  April  23,  1985 
Special  Town  Meeting.   All  costs  are  to  be  recovered  from  the 
landowners  abutting  the  roadway  by  a  betterment  assessment.    Bonds 
totaling  $45,790  were  issued  in  June  1986  for  the  project  and  are 
due  and  payable  over  ten  (10)  years. 
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FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 

Trust  Funds  -  Trust  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  assets  held  in 
trust  by  the  Town  for  others. 

B.  Account  Groups  (Fixed  Assets  and  Long-Term  Liabilities) 

All  governmental  funds  and  expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
on  a  spending  or  "financial  flow"  measurement  focus.   This  means 
that  only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  are  generally 
included  on  their  balance  sheets.   Their  reported  fund  balance  (net 
current  assets)  is  considered  a  measure  of  "available  spendable 
resources".   Governmental  fund  operating  statements  present 
increases  (revenues  and  other  financing  sources)  and  decreases 
(expenditures  and  other  uses)  in  net  current  assets.   Accordingly, 
they  are  said  to  present  a  summary  of  sources  and  uses  of  available 
spendable  resources  during  a  period. 

General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental 
purposes  and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making 
the  expenditure.   These  expenditures  are  required  to  be  capitalized 
at  historical  cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  for 
accountability  purposes.   In  accordance  with-  the  practices  followed 
by  other  municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  maintain 
a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly,  a  statement  of 
general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

Long-term  liabilities  expected  to  be  financed  from  governmental 
funds  are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 
This  account  group  is  not  a  fund.   It  is  concerned  only  with  the 
measurement  of  financial  position  and  not  results  of  operations. 
Since  they  do  not  affect  net  current  assets,  such  long-term 
liabilities  are  not  recognized  as  governmental  fund  type 
liabilities.   They  are  instead  reported  as  liabilities  in  the 
General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 

C.  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Governmental  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are 
maintained  and  reported  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  sources  of  financial 
resources  and  assets  are  recognized  when  measurable  and  available  to 
finance  operations  during  the  year.  Uses  of  financial  resources  and 
liabilities  are  recognized  when  obligations  are  incurred  from 
receipt  of  goods  and  services,  when  assessments  are  made  by  the 
State  or  in  the  case  of  judgments  and  claims  against  the  Town,  when 
there  is  a  probability  that  such  judgments  and  claims  will  result  in 
liabilities,  the  amounts  of  which  can  be  reasonably  estimated. 
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All  Nonexpendable  Trust  funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual 
basis  of  accounting. 

D.  Budgetary  Accounting 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in 
budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary 
accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements 
which  govern  the  Town's  operations.   The  Town  budget  represents 
departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by  annual  or  special  town 
meetings.   The  Selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating 
categories  as  they  deem  necessary.   State  Statutes  require  balanced 
budgets  but  provide  for  the  use  of  beginning  fund  balance  to  achieve 
that  end.   In  1986,  the  beginning  fund  balance  was  applied  as 
follows :

E.  Encumbrances 


Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and 
continuing  appropriations  (certain  projects  and  specific  items  not 
fully  expended  at  year-end)  are  recognized,  is  employed  in  the 
governmental  funds.   Encumbrances  are  not  the  equivalent  of 
expenditures,  and  are  therefore  reported  as  part  of  the  fund  balance 
at  December  31,  and  are  carried  forward  to  supplement  appropriations 
of  the  subsequent  year.   The  reserve  for  encumbrances  at  December  31 
consists  of  the  following:

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F.  Cash  and  Investments 

At  year  end,  the  carrying  amount  and  bank  balance  of  the  Town's 
deposits  was  $1,522,425.   Of  this  balance,  $612,853  was  covered  by 
federal  depository  insurance  and  $909,572  was  uninsured. 

State  Statutes  authorize  the  Town  to  invest  excess  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  Treasurer  in  obligations  of  the  United  States 
Government  in  savings  bank  deposits  of  banks  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  in  certificates  of  deposits  of 
banks  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  in 
national  banks  located  within  this  state  or  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.   These  financial  statements  report  investments  in 
certificates  of  deposit  and  savings  bank  deposits  under  the  caption 
cash  and  equivalents. 

The  Town  is  further  authorized  to  invest  Trust  Funds  in  obligations  of 
political  subdivisions  and  stocks  and  bonds,  as  they  are  legal  for 
investment  by  New  Hampshire  savings  banks.   Capital  Reserve  Funds  must 
be  kept  separate  and  not  intermingled  with  Trust  Funds.   Capital 
Reserve  Funds  may  be  invested  only  by  deposit  in  savings  bank  deposits 
of  New  Hampshire  banks,  or  in  United  States  or  State  of  New  Hampshire 
bonds  or  notes. 

Investments  in  all  instances  are  stated  at  cost,  or  in  the  case  of 
donated  investments,  at  market  value  at  the  time  of  bequest  or 
receipt.   Investments  at  year  end  are  as  follows:

G.  Inventories 

Inventory  in  the  General  and  Special  Revenue  Funds  consists  of 

expendable  supplies  held  for  consumption.   The  cost  thereof  has  been 

recorded  as  an  expenditure  at  the  time  individual  inventory  items  were 
purchased . 
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H.  Accumulated  Unpaid  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

Accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay  is  not  accrued  in  the 
governmental  funds  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Employees  may  accumulate  fifteen  days  sick  leave  at  a  rate  of  five  days 
per  year.   Vacation  is  granted  in  varying  amounts  depending  on 
department.   Vacation  and  sick  pay  accumulation  does  not  exceed  a 
normal  year's  allowance. 

I.  Taxes  Collected  For  Others 


The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
Interlakes  Cooperative  School  District  and  Carroll  County  which  are 
remitted  to  these  governmental  units  as  required  by  law.   The  ultimate 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town. 

J.  Property  Taxes 

The  National  Council  on  Governmental  Accounting,  Interpretation  3, 
referring  to  property  tax  revenue  recognition,  requires  disclosure  if 
property  taxes  receivable,  which  are  to  be  collected  beyond  a  period  of 
60  days  subsequent  to  December  31,  1986  are  recognized  on  the  balance 
sheet  and  not  reserved.   In  accordance  with  the  practice  followed  by 
other  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  annually  recognizes,  without  reserve,  all  taxes  receivable  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.   The  Town  feels  this  practice  of  accrual  is 
justified  as  it  more  appropriately  matches  the  liability  to  the  school 
district  entity  at  December  31,  with  collections  which  are  intended  to 
finance  these  payments  through  June  30  of  the  following  year. 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  and  raises  through  taxation  an  amount  for 
abatements  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  tax  revenues  known  as 
overlay.   All  abatements  and  refunds  are  charged  to  this  account.   The 
amount  raised  in  1986  was  $15,050  and  expenditures  amounted  to  $5,907. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  tax  collector  sells  at  tax  sale  all 
uncollected  property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due. 
The  purchaser  at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these  properties 
and  accrues  interest  at  18%  per  annum.   Delinquent  taxpayers  must 
redeem  property  from  tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least 
undivided  interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related 
costs  due.   If  property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  two-year  redemption 
period,  the  property  is  tax-deeded  to  the  lien  holder. 
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K.  Interfund  Transactions 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous 
transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of 
resources  to  provide  services  and  fund  capital  outlay.   The 
accompanying  governmental  and  fiduciary  fund  financial  statements 
reflect  such  transactions  as  transfers.

NOTE  3  -   CAPITAL  PROJECT  FUND  (SEWER  PROJECT) 

A.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized  -  Unissued 

Article  No.  II  of  the  March  13,  1984  Town  Meeting  appropriated 
$2,838,000  for  the  purpose  of  designing  and  constructing  sewerage 
and  sewage  treatment  facilities  and  authorized  long-term  borrowing 
not  to  exceed  $927,000  in  accordance  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Finance  Act.   The  Town  issued  bonds  totaling 
$712,009  towards  the  project  in  1986,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$214,991  authorized  unissued.

The  bond  anticipation  note  payable  totaling  $130,000  is  held  by

NOTE  4  -   SPECIAL  ASSESSMENT  FUND 

A.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized  -  Unissued 

In  accordance  with  Article  I  of  the  April  23,  1985  Special  Town 
Meeting,  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  borrow  up  to  $66,000  for 
the  Sandwich  Slopes  Road  Project.   Bonds  totaling  $45,790  were 
issued  in  1986  for  the  project.   If  the  project  is  complete,  the 
Town  should  vote  to  rescind  the  remaining  authorization  of 
$20,210. 

B.  Special  Assessments  Receivable 

At  December  31,  1986,  special  assessments  receivable  for  the  above 

project  totaled'  approximately  $65,000.    The  special  assessments 

will  be  paid  over  a  period  of  nine  years,  which  is  the  life  of  the 
bond  issue. 

NOTE  5  -   PENSION  PLAN 

The  Town  participates  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Retirement 
System.   The  Town's  contribution  for  normal  cost  of  the  plan  is  based 
upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the  entire  State  plan.   Since  the 
actuarial  valuation  is  performed  on  the  entire  State  plan,  the 
amount,  if  any,  of  the  excess  of  vested  benefits  over  pension  fund 
assets  is  not  available.   The  Town  does  not  have  an  accrued  liability 
for  past  service  costs.   Pension  costs  amounted  to  $947  in  1986.

1986  Annual  Report 

This  report  contains  personnel  changes,  Selectmen's  activities,  an 
update  on  continuing  projects  and  a  report  on  activities  approved  at  the 
1986  annual  meeting. 

Louis  Brunelle  was  appointed  Police  Chief  in  May,  replacing  Charles 
"Terry"  Berry.  Mr.  Berry  became  Police  Chief  in  Tuftonboro.  The  Police 
office  is  now  located  in  the  building  formerly  housing  the  Sandwich 
Health  Center. 

A  committee  has  been  formed  to  search  for  a  doctor  to  serve  the 
Town.  A  report  on  the  progress  of  the  committee's  search  will  be  an- 
nounced when  a  doctor  has  been  located. 

The  Sandwich  sewer  construction  was  started  in  June  1986;  the 
project  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  June  1987.  When  the  sewer 
system  has  been  approved  by  federal,  state  and  town  officials,  the  system 
will  be  turned  over  for  operation  under  the  direction  of  the  Sandwich 
Sewer  Commission.  This  spring  all  roads  affected  by  the  sewer  con- 
struction shall  be  repaved  as  required  by  the  sewer  construction  contract. 

The  Town  Hall  now  houses  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector  and 
Treasurer  as  well  as  the  Selectmen  and  the  Selectmen's  secretary.  The 
office  hours  for  each  of  the  Town  functions  are  posted  at  the  Town  Hall. 
Progress  on  the  Town  Hall  Renovation  Project  is  contained  in  this 
town  report. 

A  computer  has  been  purchased  and  now  contains  town  property 
records,  the  voting  list  and  the  residents  list.  The  town  tax  bills  were 
issued  on  the  computer  in  1986.  Much  of  the  work  now  performed  on 
the  computer  was  formerly  handled  by  the  town's  assessing  firm.  The 
additional  work  in  town  has  required  increased  time  at  the  Selectmen's 
Office.  Expanded  use  of  the  computer  will  require  additional  personnel 
time.  Funds  have  been  provided  in  this  year's  budget  for  such  assistance 
in  the  Selectmen's  Office,  as  well  as  vacation  coverage  for  the  Selectmen's 
secretary. 

A  schedule  for  upgrading  of  town  roads  is  included  in  this  town  report. 
This  plan  was  developed  with  the  highway  Road  Agent,  as  provided  for 
in  the  Sandwich  Master  Plan. 

Driveway  snow  plowing  will  be  voted  upon  at  the  Town  Meeting.  It 
has  become  more  difficult  to  obtain  the  services  of  contract  snow 
plowers  for  the  town  each  year.  This  fact  places  more  work  upon  the 
highway  Road  Agent  and  highway  employees.  As  the  plowing  shifts  to 
the  highway  department  it  causes  the  driveways  to  be  plowed  later 
because  the  roads  must  be  plowed  first.  Every  effort  is  made  to  complete 
the  plowing  as  soon  as  possible  after  each  storm.  We  have  a  very  hard- 
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working  and  loyal  highway  crew  who  do  a  fine  job  of  keeping  our  roads 
in  proper  shape.  Often  pushed  to  the  point  of  exhaustion  by  winter 
storms,  they  make  it  possible  for  us  to  be  only  a  little  inconvenienced 
by  the  typical  storm  and,  given  the  size  of  the  problems  they  face,  we 
think  they  are  deserving  of  all  the  thanks  and  patience  we  can  give  them. 

Article  2  in  the  town  warrant  refers  to  the  residents  tax.  Approval  of 
the  article  will  remove  the  tax  in  1988.  The  tax  dollars  received  each 
year  are  hardly  enough  to  cover  the  cost  and  effort  of  collection. 

Article  1 3  provides  for  additional  funds  for  closure  of  the  Sandwich 
landfill.  At  this  time,  bids  for  a  hydrogeologic  study  of  the  landfill 
land  are  in  the  process  of  review  by  town  officials.  The  study  provides 
for  an  analysis  of  the  affect  of  the  landfill  on  surface  and  subsurface 
water.  When  the  results  of  the  study  are  complete,  a  closure  plan  will  be 
developed  and  it  is  likely  to  be  expensive. 

Article  20  addresses  the  need  to  renovate  the  old  fire  station  on 
Church  Street.  The  determination  as  to  its  specific  need  shall  be 
determined  by  whether  it  is  used  as  a  doctor's  office  or  police  station. 
The  funds  will  cover  the  basic  needs  for  utilities  and  some  interior 
work. 

Each  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  with  a  group  of  town 
voters  to  review  the  town  budget  requests.  Many  hours  are  spent  in 
developing  the  annual  budget.  The  results  of  these  meetings  become 
the  budget  items  proposed  at  Town  Meeting.  The  town  voters  then  vote 
to  accept  or  reject  the  proposed  budget  items.  The  approved  amounts 
are  the  basis  upon  which  the  annual  town  taxes  are  based.  This  year  the 
total  of  town  expenditures  proposed  less  anticipated  revenues  is  slightly 
under  those  amounts  approved  in  1986.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the 
auditors  report.  The  information  provides  insight  into  the  financial 
aspects  of  our  town  government  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  town. 

We  are  blessed  in  this  town  by  having  so  many  people  who  are  willing 
to  volunteer  their  time  and  effort  for  the  benefit  of  us  all.  While  we  have 
mentioned  the  work  of  the  budget  committee  in  this  report,  we  are 
grateful  to  all  those  who  serve  on  the  town's  boards  and  commissions. 
The  volunteers  of  the  fire  department  are  particularly  deserving  of  the 
gratitude  of  us  all,  however,  for  their  gift  to  us  can  mean  the  saving  of 
our  property  and  our  lives— and  often  this  gift  is  at  considerable  in- 
convenience and  danger  to  those  who  give  it.  Thank  you  all.

1986  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  the  library.  Expenses  are  rising 
faster  than  the  income.  Falling  interest  rates  have  resulted  in  less  revenue 
from  the  Wentworth  Fund.  Therefore  the  library  is  having  financial 
problems.  General  maintenance  on  the  roofs  is  no  longer  adequate  to 
deal  with  the  leaks.  A  major  decision  was  made  to  hire  an  architect  to 
locate  a  specialist  in  tile  roofs  who  could  make  necessary  repairs,  and 
locate  a  roofer  to  replace  the  roof  on  the  addition. 

Christopher  Williams  of  Meredith  was  hired.  The  library  now  has 
contracts  with  the  New  Hampton  Tile  Co.  to  repair  the  roof  on  the 
main  building  and  with  Therrien  Roofers  to  lay  a  new  membrane  roof 
on  the  addition.  Both  of  these  jobs  were  to  be  completed  in  November, 
but  three  snow  storms  and  temperatures  well  below  freezing  prevented 
the  completion  of  the  work.  The  roofers  now  plan  to  complete  the 
work  in  the  spring  of  1987. 

The  library  has  been  the  recipient  of  two  paintings.  A  pastel  portrait 
of  Mary  Coolidge  was  presented  by  her  granddaughter,  Mary  C.  Lincoln. 
While  Mrs.  Coolidge  is  remembered  as  the  founder  of  the  Sandwich 
Home  Industries,  she  is  also  remembered  at  the  library  where  she 
devoted  many  years  of  service  as  a  trustee  of  the  library.  Annalee 
Thorndike  donated  an  original  piece  of  work  by  Shirley  Mensch  done 
with  ballpoint  Crosshatch  technique.  The  subject  of  the  painting  was 
Lower  Corner. 

Louis  Halle  donated  a  large  number  of  books  to  the  library  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  ship  to  Geneva,  Switzerland.  Some  were  added  to  the 
permanent  collection  of  the  library  and  many  dealing  with  ornithology 
were  sold  to  a  dealer  netting  the  library  $775  to  be  spent  on  books. 
The  remainder  of  the  collection  was  given  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
for  their  semi-annual  book  sale. 

Victor  King  made  a  donation  of  another  kind.  He  donated  a  blue 
spruce  for  the  grounds.  All  of  these  donations  were  gratefully  received 
by  the  trustees. 

The  library  has  a  contract  with  Robert  Hammond  for  the  sewer 
connection.  As  the  library  is  a  public  building  larger  size  pipe  is 
required  by  law  resulting  in  increased  cost. 

The  book  selection  committee  composed  of  the  librarian,  a  trustee 
and  three  appointed  volunteers  meets  regularly  to  build  up  the  basic 
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collection  of  the  library  and  meet  the  reading  needs  of  the  residents. 
Their  efforts  are  appreciated  by  one  and  all. 

The  library  participates  in  the  national  reading  program  that  occurs 
in  the  summer  called  Reading  Rainbow.  Each  year  seems  to  be  more 
successful  than  the  preceeding  one. 

Because  of  the  financial  problems  facing  the  library  the  trustees  are 
looking  for  ways  to  increase  the  revenue.  Since  1979  the  library 
has  paid  to  have  Mary  Frances  Hambrook  work  at  the  Sandwich  Central 
School.  Other  communities  in  the  school  district  have  their  school 
librarian  funded  by  the  district.  The  trustees  contacted  the  school 
committee  and  the  board  is  subcontracting  with  the  library  for  the 
services  of  the  librarian.  M.  F.  Hambrook  works  at  the  school  on 
Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  afternoons.  The  children  come  to 
the  Wentworth  Library  on  Friday  afternoons. 

In  order  to  maintain  professional  standards,  the  trustees  are  all 
members  of  the  NHLTA  and  attend  their  meetings  while  the  two 
librarians  belong  to  the  NHLA  and  attend  their  programs. 

The  trustees  as  well  as  residents  of  the  town  are  indebted  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Wentworth  Library  for  their  support  this  past  year. 
They  fund  the  care  of  the  gardens  in  front  of  the  library  that  are  so 
attractive.  They  put  on  the  popular  program  entitled  Books-Sandwiched- 
In  during  February  and  March  and  have  sponsored  several  travel  talks 
during  the  year.  The  fascinating  displays  in  the  showcase  are  arranged 
by  the  Friends  as  well  as  the  seasonal  decorations  and  flower  arrange- 
ments. The  very  popular  story  hour  has  been  increased  to  twice  a 
month  with  a  varied  group  of  readers.  The  tradition  of  donating  a 
children's  book  to  the  collection  for  each  child  born  in  Sandwich  is 
also  maintained  by  this  dedicated  group. 

A  report  would  not  be  complete  without  acknowledging  the  capable 
job  Dick  Papen  does  in  caring  for  the  building  and  grounds.  Credit  for 
the  spotless  interior  of  the  library  goes  to  Jane  Stokes.  Last  but  not 
least  Sylbert  Forbes  and  Mary  Frances  Hambrook  deserve  great  praise 
for  their  dedication.  Under  their  guidance  the  library  continues  to  be  a 
center  for  information  as  well  as  a  supplier  of  books  for  edification 
and  pleasure.

Report  for  1986 

The  Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Association  had  a  good  year  in  1986. 
The  primary  purpose  and  goal  of  the  Association  is  to  see  to  it  that  the 
people  of  Sandwich  will  have  available  to  them  at  all  times  the  best 
available  home  nursing  care,  and  also  we  pay  attention  to  the  public 
health  needs  of  our  Townspeople.  The  care  rendered  to  our  people  by  the 
nurse  on  the  staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Wolfcboro  has 
continued  to  be  of  excellent  quality,  and  we  are  grateful  to  their  nurse, 
Ms.  L.  Nyoka  Babbitt,  better  known  as  "Cookie",  who  lives  in  Sandwich— 
among  us— and  whose  cheerful  and  skillful  home  care  visits  and  ready 
availability  have  won  the  hearts  of  all  of  us. 

The  following  table  compares  1985  with  1986.

*This  figure  includes  3  new  baby  visits. 
Five  elderly  patients  received  69  visits  from  Health  and  Home  Care  Aids 
such  as  help  in  bathing  and  maintaining  clean  and  fresh  supplies.  Health 
and  Home  Care  is  referred  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

Hospital  patients  are  still  being  discharged  home  earlier  in  the  course  of 
their  recovery  from  operations  or  illnesses  than  was  the  case  four  and 
more  years  ago,  and  a  part  of  their  major  treatment  is  being  continued  and 
completed  at  home  instead  of  in  the  hospital;  this  was  even  more  evident 
in  1986  than  in  1985,  and  this  trend  is  likely  to  continue. 

Payments  to  the  VNA  for  services  rendered  here  are  being  made  by  the 
Town.  Upon  referral  by  our  nurse  or  by  a  doctor,  equipment  for  the  "sick 
room"  at  home  can  be  secured  by  reaching  Mrs.  Gladys  Burrows  of  the 
Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Board. 

The  Association  is  grateful  for  the  donations  and  memorial  bequests 
that  have  been  made  to  our  Endowment  Fund.  In  this  present  Medical- 
Economic  Revolution  in  which  we  find  ourselves,  it  seems  important  that 
we  build  up  a  financial  reserve  to  be  prepared  for  future  contingencies.

1986  Annual  Report 

In  the  years  prior  to  1986,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Robert  Delgado, 
the  board  had  made  a  systematic  effort  to  complete  and  consolidate  their 
own  Subdivision  Regulations  and  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance. 

In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  had  produced,  five  years  ago,  a  definitive 
Master  Plan. 

The  year  1986  was  appropriate,  then,  for  a  look  both  backward  and 
ahead. 

The  Subdivision  Regulations  and  the  Zoning  Ordinance  were  somewhat 
out-of-date,  and  five  years  had  brought  some  internal  inconsistencies.  In 
fact,  new  State  and  Federal  laws  and  new  local  situations  indicated  the 
need  for  changes  in  the  basic  regulations.  Prominent  among  them  was  a  new 
set  of  Flood  Plains  Regulations  required  by  Congress.  Since  these  required 
only  a  few  changes  in  our  regulations  already  passed,  the  problem  was 
solved  by  a  simple  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  courts  are  clearly  now  laying  much  more  stress  on  legal  documentary 
support  of  Planning  Board  Regulations  and  actions;  another  indication  for 
tightening  procedures  and  rules. 

Two  major  tasks  for  the  Board  became  clear  as  1986  progressed: 

First,  a  total  revision  of  the  Master  Plan  in  the  light  of  five  years 

experience  and  the  changing  needs  of  the  Town. 

Second,  the  development  of  a  new  section  of  the  Master  Plan  to  cover 

a  capital  improvement  plan,  assuring  that  in  the  planned  regional  and 

local  development  of  the  Town  there  would  be  order  and  an  adequacy 

of  resources. 

After  several  years  of  service  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Robert  Delgado 
chose  not  to  stand  for  re-election.  Bob's  contribution  has  been  a  very  real 
one,  guiding  the  basic  operations  of  the  Board  through  often  difficult  and 
sometimes  critical  times.  He  has  never  lost,  however,  a  vision  of  the  Board 
in  providing  always  better  service  to  the  Town.  Fortunately,  he  is  staying 
on  as  a  regular  Board  member.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board, 
Samuel  Kirkwood  was  elected  Chairman  and  Dorothy  LaPointe,  Secretary. 
Ruth  Rozellc  resigned  as  alternate  after  a  year's  service,  bringing  to  the 
discussions  of  the  Board,  a-  valuable  point  of  view.  Under  new  laws,  the 
Board  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  candidates  for  appointment  to  the 
Board  who  would  fill  the  alternate  position  to  the  total  of  five. 

An  error  in  the  1985  Town  Report  of  the  Planning  Board  should  be 
noted:  The  road  concerned  is  properly  named  "Elijah  Beede  Road",  and 
not  as  indicated  otherwise. 

The  Board  looks  forward  to  the  coming  year  and  welcomes  comments 
and  suggestions  from  the  people  of  the  Town  at  all  times,  both  in  regular 
public  hearings  and  at  all  other  times.

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SANDWICH  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

1986  Annual  Report 

In  1986,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  received  three  completed  applica- 
tions for  a  hearing.  All  applications  were  heard  and  decided.  One 
hearing  carried  over  from  1985  was  completed  and  decided,  and  a 
second  was  withdrawn  by  the  applicant.  All  of  the  applications  were 
requests  for  variances  relating  to  setbacks  of  a  dwelling  from  either  a 
side  or  back  line,  a  road  centerline  and/or  wetlands.  No  applications 
were  received  for  a  Special  Exception  or  an  Appeal  from  an  Adminis- 
trative Decision. 

The  Board  reminds  anyone  contemplating  building  a  new  building, 
making  changes  in  or  additions  to  existing  structures,  or  changing 
uses  of  their  property,  to  review  carefully  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of 
the  Town.  If  required,  apphcation  for  the  appropriate  permit  should 
be  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  could  eliminate  unnecessary 
appeals  and  delays.

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SANDWICH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1986  Annual  Report 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  each  month  during  the  year  1986, 
concerned  with  some  routine  matters,  but  beginning  to  think  and  act 
in  others  concerned  with  the  preservation  of  the  natural  environment 
in  Sandwich,  and  anticipation  of  possible  problems  in  the  future. 

Several  meetings  included  discussion  of  the  disposal  of  hazardous 
waste,  largely  toxic  chemicals;  and  we  have  put  pressure  on  the  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission  to  bring  to  fruition  expectations  for  a 
"Hazardous  Waste  Pick-up  Day"  among  the  several  Towns  of  the  Lakes 
Region  in  the  Spring.  Tamworth  and  Moultonboro  have  expressed  a 
positive  interest. 

We  have  examined  and  commented  on  the  White  Mountain  National 
Forest  Management  Plan,  and  have  visited  sites  in  Sandwich  that  may 
be  affected  by  that  plan. 

We  have  begun  to  identify  areas  of  Natural  Resource  and  Statewide 
interest,  mainly  in  proximity  to  large  lakes  and  wetlands,  and  in  good 
farm  land  that  might  be  protected  through  easement  or  purchase.  This 
relates  to  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands  being  proposed  by  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  and  others. 

We  have  also  begun  to  examine  ways  of  preserving  the  large  glacial 
outwash  aquifers  that  underlie  parts  of  North  Sandwich,  and  where 
housing  development  has  grown  swiftly  in  recent  years.  A  map  of  the 
extent  of  the  aquifer  along  the  Cold  River  between  the  Potholes  and 
the  Tamworth  Town  line  is  essentially  completed. 

The  Commission  sponsored  "Five  days  of  Sandwich"  again  this  year. 
Shirley  Lear  and  Rudy  Carlson  conduct  this  conservation  and  nature 
study  summer  activity  for  Town  children.  They  reported  a  group  of  six 
youngsters,  fewer  than  in  some  past  years. 

We  have  worked  with  the  Selectmen  on  at  least  three  sites  involving 
building  permits  close  to  wetlands,  and  have  contributed  our  expertise 
in  determining  where  the  wetland  boundaries  lie. 

We  have  checked  on  four  dredge  and  fill  apphcations  to  construct 
stream  crossings  for  logging  operations,  and  one  site  for  a  proposed 
hydro-electric  power  dam.  We  have  looked  into  one  case  of  reported 
improper  dumping  of  asphalt  waste. 

In  the  next  5  years,  $50  million  may  be  available  for  conservation 
under  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands  (above).  We  look  forward 
to  working  on  this  program  with  Town  citizens.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

and 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and 
fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  YOUR  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tions; however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax 
Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

—Old  Home  Week  activities  were  offered,  the  highlights  this  year 
being  the  fishing  derby  behind  the  town  hall  which  was  very  well 
attended. 

—The  Tritown  Raiders  Softball  team,  with  many  Sandwich  members 
traveled  to  Spokane,  Washington  for  the  nationals.  They  did  not  fare 
too  well  but  had  an  excellent  trip  viewing  that  part  of  the  country. 

—The  Youth  Soccer  did  very  well  again  this  year,  making  the  play- 
offs before  losing  in  a  sudden-death  shoot-out. 

—This  year  marks  the  inaugural  year  for  Sandwich  youth  basketball 
teams,  boys  and  girls  in  the  Meredith  Youth  League. 

—Special  thanks  to  all  the  people  who  help  with  these  programs,  not 
only  the  parents,  but  the  coaches  and  volunteers.  Also  thanks  should 
be  extended  to  the  Quimby  Trustees  who  provided  funding  for  these 
programs.

In  the  past  year  the  Sandwich  Recreation  Commission  has  concen- 
trated on  working  closer  with  the  Quimby  Recreation  Program.  By 
working  together,  the  two  programs  can  be  more  productive  and  better 
serve  the  needs  of  the  community.  We  hope  that  one  day  the  two 
programs  will  be  officially  molded  into  one. 

The  North  Sandwich  park  was  dedicated  this  year  as  Remick  Park 
and  a  granite  marker  was  inscribed  and  set  in  place.  With  the  help  of 
volunteer  labor,  new  drainage  pipes  were  laid,  and  the  skating  rink  area 
reseeded.  A  new  pump  was  purchased  to  facilitate  rink  flooding  for  ice 
skating,  and  a  warming  and  equipment  hut  was  built  and  donated  to 
the  Park. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  tremendous  volunteer  effort  that  has 
gone  into  the  development  of  the  Park  and  continues  in  the  form  of 
regular  park  maintenance. 

Despite  the  wet  summer,  the  Sandwich  Beach  Program  had  another 
successful  season.  Amy  Phillips  did  a  fine  organizational  job  in  the 
capacity  of  aquatic  director,  even  with  little  advance  notice  for  program 
planning. 

Public  toilet  facilities  were  again  funded  for  all  the  town  recreation 
areas  through  our  commissions  budget,  as  was  the  community  calendar 
which  Jere  Burrows  has  accepted  responsibility  for  compiling  and 
distributing  each  month. 

During  Old  Home  Week,  the  Commission  contributed  to  the  tra- 
ditional water  sports  day  and  stocking  the  pond  behind  the  tovm  hall 
for  a  youngster's  fishing  derby.  This  idea  was  successful  and  future 
fishing  derbies  are  planned. 

We  would  Hke  to  remind  people  that  there  are  many  activities  for  the 
old  and  young  even  during  the  winter  and  spring  seasons.  Tennis, 
hiking,  x-country  skiing,  softball,  volleyball  and  bridge  tournaments 
are  some  to  mention.  Further  information  can  be  obtained  by  con- 
tacting Jere  Burrows  or  members  of  the  Recreation  Commission.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

1986  Annual  Report 

Within  the  Town  of  Sandwich  there  are  one  hundred  miles  of  road. 
The  Sandwich  Highway  Department  is  responsible  for  fifty  miles  of  dirt 
road  and  twenty  miles  of  paved  road. 

General  road  maintenance  continues  year-round  and  includes  grading, 
raking,  improving  road  drainage,  cleaning  out  and  replacing  culverts, 
patching  and  shimming  of  roads  and  sealing  paved  surfaces. 

iMaintenance  and  rebuilding  of  equipment  also  continues  throughout 
the  year.  This  year  the  Jeep  was  rebuilt  to  accommodate  a  V8  engine. 

A  major  project  involved  the  reconstruction  and  repaving  of  Durgin 
Hill.  The  arch  pipe  on  Metcalf  Road  was  lengthened  and  about  one 
hundred  feet  of  stone  header  was  constructed.  In  addition,  as  a  safety 
improvement,  Pioneer  Blasting  removed  rocks  that  were  a  road  hazard 
and  those  that  caused  narrowing,  blocked  vision  or  affected  road  drainage. 
More  blasting  is  necessary  in  the  future  to  increase  road  safety. 

During  the  winter  of  1985-1986  about  four  hundred  driveways  were 
plowed  ten  times.  The  Town  has  four  vehicles  that  are  able  to  plow  drive- 
ways following  the  plowing  of  the  roads.  Five  private  contractors  are  also 
employed  to  assist  with  the  driveways.  There  has  been  a  problem  employing 
private  contractors  because  of  the  increased  cost  of  insurance  required  for 
the  private  individual  who  plows  commercially,  plus  the  decreased  number 
of  people  available  due  to  low  unemployment  in  the  State. 

This  winter  up  to  the  end  of  January,  425  driveways  have  been  plowed 
eight  times. 

Road  signs  ordered  last  May  were  not  received  from  the  state  prison 
until  October  due  to  a  shortage  of  materials.  About  50%  arc  now  in  place 
and  the  remainder  will  be  put  up  in  the  spring. 

Bill  Quinn  took  the  initiative  to  attend  night  classes  at  New  Hampshire 
Vocational  Technical  College  in  Laconia  to  learn  welding.  In  November  I 
attended  a  seminar  in  Vermont  on  road  surface  management. 

I  want  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department,  John,  Keith, 
Bill  and  Pete  for  their  continued  loyalty.  The  Town  of  Sandwich  is  for- 
tunate to  have  a  group  of  men  with  such  versatile  talents  who  work  so  well 
together.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  continued  support 
and  Joanne  for  her  assistance.

The  demand  for  service  from  your  Department  continues  to  increase 
with  the  past  year  being  the  second  busiest  ever.  It  is  with  pleasure  we 
note  the  number  of  In-Town  fire  calls  decreased  by  almost  50%,  this  also 
included  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  chimney  fires,  however, 
continued  care  is  needed  in  this  regard.  Medical/Rescue  calls  went  up 
and  accounted  for  61%  of  our  total  emergencies. 

This  year  was  noted  for  seeing  our  "first  ever"  rescue  truck  being 
put  into  service.  An  open  house  and  presentation  to  the  Town  of  this 
unit  was  held  in  the  spring.  Again  our  heart-felt  thanks  to  all  who 
contributed  to  making  this  possible.  Wo  have  continued  to  add  to  the 
equipment  carried  on  this  truck  so  that  we  may  be  better  able  to 
serve  you. 

The  community  suffered  the  loss  of  the  North  Sandwich  Store  on 
December  24th  when  we  were  toned  out  for  a  structure  fire  at  that 
location  at  0237.  The  building  was  heavily  involved  when  the  fire  was 
discovered  by  a  neighbor.  Received  a  3rd  alarm  mutual  response  which 
we  did  request  because  of  the  intensity  of  the  fire  and  the  potential 
for  spreading  to  other  nearby  structures.  The  men  of  the  department 
(and  incoming  mutual  aid  units)  did  an  excellent  job.  Our  first  engine 
was  on  the  scene  in  seven  minutes  from  the  time  of  the  tone,  which  is 
excellent  response  time  for  that  hour  of  the  morning! 

The  cause  of  this  fire  has  been  determined  arson  committed  by  a 
person  or  persons  unknown  at  this  time.  The  investigation  of  this  fire 
continues  by  this  Department,  the  Sandwich  Police  Dept.,  Sheriffs 
Dept.,  State  Police  and  the  State  Fire  Marshalls  office  as  well  as 
insurance  investigators. 

The  membership  of  our  department  continues  to  decline  due  to 
members  retiring,  moving  out  of  town,  etc.  We  are  in  URGENT  need 
of  new  members  both  for  fire  fighting  and  rescue  work.  Something 
must  be  done  immediately  to  address  this  problem  or  the  department 
will  not  be  able  to  function  as  an  efficient  one.  Anyone  interested  is 
urged  to  contact  one  of  the  members  or  the  selectmens  office. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  in  any  way  this 
past  year,  particularly  our  members,  the  Sirens,  the  Police  &  Highway 
Depts.  and  the  Selectmen.
